Councillor in court accused of sex assaults on girl (13) 


A HARLOW Tory councillor 
has been suspended from 
party duties after he was this 
week arrested and charged 
with sexually abusing a 13- 
year-old girl. 

Married David Kirton (55), of 
Longbanks, appeared at Harlow 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday 
charged with three sexual offences 
allegedly committed against the 
teenager since February | this year. 

Conservative Mr Kirton — who has 
served on the council since winning his 
seat in the Staple Tye ward at the local 
elections in May — was remanded in 
custody pending a preliminary hearing

at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
October 21. 

Wearing a blue tracksuit top and 
jeans, the life-long Harlow resident 
only addressed Tuesday’s pre-commit- 
tal hearing to confirm his name and 
address. 

He then sat with his head bowed as 
the prosecution went into graphic detail 
concerning the sexual assaults he is 
alleged to have committed. 

Speaking to the Star after Mr 
Kirton’s court appearance, Conser- 
vative council leader Andrew Johnson 
confirmed Mr Kirton had been sus-

pended from his political duties as a 
result of his arrest. 

“Following allegations, and in 
accordance with group and party con- 
stitutions, David Kirton has been sus- 
pended from the Conservative group 
and Conservative party, pending a 
police investigation,” he said. 

Before his suspension, Mr Kirton 
was a member of the licensing and 
housing committees and also sat on the 
Employment Appeals Panel. 

Before becoming a councillor, he 
was a Conservative case worker in the 
Staple Tye area. 

The Star invited Harlow Council to 
comment, but a spokesman said the 
authority would not do so regarding an 
ongoing legal issue.

BOSSES at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital are celebrating 
after independent watchdogs rated 
it one of the best performers in the 
country.

A MILLION pounds 
of taxpayers’ money 
has been saved from 
a collapsed Icelandic 
bank in a prudent 
move by Harlow’s 
finance chiefs. 

As local authorities 
throughout the country 
call on the Government 
to bail them out after los- 
ing millions when 
Landisbanki was nation- 
alised last week, Harlow 
Council breathed a sigh 
of relief and revealed it 
had withdrawn funds it 
had invested in one of 
the bank’s UK_ sub- 
sidiaries just weeks 
before its demise. 

The move saved more 
than £1m and is a welcome 
relief to the authority which 
has been heavily criticised 
in the past for its handling 
of finances. 

The council said money 
had been stashed in 
Heritable bank for 88 days 
before it was withdrawn in 
June when accountancy 
staff realised the perceived 
security of the Icelandic 
banks was beginning to slip 
at the same time as rates

It's gym 
helping 


to fix it 


A GYM project designed 
to keep young offenders 
off the streets and put 
them back on the straight 
and narrow is proving to 
be a success after it was 
rolled out in Harlow. 


The pioneering scheme runs 
once a week at the town’s 
sports centre and gives 
teenagers from disadvantaged 
backgrounds the chance to 
focus their mind, helping 
them overcome their 
problems though counselling 
and exercise. 

It has already changed the lives of 
a number of participants and six 
more are currently taking part in 
the programme. 
Such is the success of the project 
that it is being highlighted in this 
week’s Government-backed My 
Neighbour Week campaign, which 
celebrates all the work being done 
by local agencies to tackle crime 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Nikki Sienkewitz, of the Essex 
‘Young Persons’ Drugs and 
Alcohol Service which runs the 
gym scheme in Harlow and one 


in Colchester, said: “It started 
from observations that a number 
of young people who, whilst 
regularly engaging in sporting 
activities while in detention, upon 
release had nowhere to go to 
continue accessing such health 
and leisure facilities. 


“This was either because they did 
not have the means or the funding 
to do so or because they lacked 
the motivation, guidance or 
confidence to make it happen. 


“When released from custody 
some young people swiftly lapsed 
out of the routines they had 
built.” 


The gym group encourages 
members to be healthy, try new 
things and encourages 
independence and positivity, 
helping them to move forward 
with their lives and at the same 
time reduce the levels of the anti- 
social behaviour within the 
community. 


Nikki added: “Most importantly, 
the group acts as a diversionary 
intervention that helps the young 
people reduce their level of 
substance misuse as exercise is an 
excellent way to release the 
natural endorphins that give a 
natural high rather than the use of 
substances.”

‘Racist bully 
forced son

FURIOUS parents have withdrawn 
their son from a Harlow primary 
school amid allegations his teachers 
did nothing to stop him becoming the 
victim of racial bullying. 

Tessa (33) and Ronnie (41) Lucia, of 
Brockles Mead, say their 10-year-old son 
Isaac was subjected to a sustained campaign 
of mental and physical torment while at St 
Luke’s School. 

They claim he was racially taunted and physi- 
cally beaten on a regular basis by another child in 
his class, who appeared to have singled Isaac out 
for abuse because of his father’s Chinese origins. 

Yet despite repeated pleas for staff at the 
Pyenest Road primary to intervene and address 
the problem, the couple claim headteacher 
Christine O’Hara refused to take their concerns 
seriously and instead threatened to ban them from 
the school grounds on account of their complaints. 

Even letters they sent to the school’s governors 
— chaired by senior Harlow councillor Eddie 
Johnson — to alert them to their son’s plight have 
met with no reply; although Mr Johnson said he 
had received one and was preparing a response. 

“Tt just got to the stage where we couldn’t allow 
our son to go back to that school. He was coming 
home with cuts and bruises and was upset all the 
time,’ Mrs Lucia told the Star. 

“The way the school and, especially, the head- 
teacher have acted throughout this fiasco has been 
disgusting. All of our complaints fell on deaf ears 
and the school seemed unconcerned that our son 
was being tormented by another child, day-in day- 
out.” 

When the Star approached St Luke’s for com- 
ment, headteacher Mrs O’Hara refused to discuss 
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Alexandra Hospital.

SIR, Re: parking outside Epping police station. 

I write in the capacity of the District Police Commander 
for Epping Forest in response to the observations made 
by one of your readers regarding parking outside of the 
police station in Epping High Road (Letters, October 2). 
The question posed is a valid one and I present my 
answer as follows: in July 2008, I raised concerns 
around the parking of emergency response vehicles with 
colleagues in Epping Forest District Council as my 
emergency vehicles were becoming regularly boxed in, 
in Star Lane, thus preventing them from being 
effectively deployed to assist at urgent road traffic and 
crime incidents. 

Epping Forest District Council is currently completing 
the process with Essex County Council Highways 
department to formally accommodate police vehicles in 
designated parking bays outside the police station. 

In the meantime, and to effectively deliver the highest 
quality of service with the quickest response possible to 
the people of Epping Forest District, Essex Police have 
been granted permission to park at this location. It is 
expected that the bays will be formally painted on the 
road in the New Year.

No guarantees from MP 


SIR, MP Bill Rammell writes “with a major 
development north of Harlow, we are much more likely 
to get the funds for an A414/M11 link road north of 
Harlow” (Letters, October 9). What caught my eye was 
his use of the word ‘likely’, showing that he can offer no 
guarantee that a major housing development will 
actually result in a relief road for Harlow. 

I find it slightly perverse that Harlow residents are being 
asked to allow a major housing development, which will 
only worsen traffic congestion, before the Government 
even considers funding infrastructure improvements. 
Why should residents have to endure additional 
congestion that would arise from Harlow North with no 
guaranteed improvements on offer? 

What residents would actually like to see are real 
measures taken to reduce traffic congestion and only 
then should talk of major housing development return to 
the table. It’s completely absurd that things should have 
to get worse before they get better! 

I would also point out to Mr Rammell that infrastructure 
improvement does not solely consist of a relief road to 
the M11. In his letter, it was conspicuous by its absence 
that there was no mention of new schools, doctors’ 
surgeries, health centres, sports facilities, parks or 
leisure amenities. It seems that the only objective is to 
meet Government housebuilding targets for the south- 
east at all costs, whether or not demand for housing 
actually exists, with little thought given to our quality of 
life. 

One last point, should Harlow North ever get approved, 
please could Mr Rammell request funding for two relief 
roads and the widening of every street in Harlow to dual 
carriageway? Because that’s what it would take to get 
traffic moving!

An assault on liberties 


SIR, In a few weeks, MPs will vote on Government 
proposals to allow detention without charge for 42 days 
under new counter-terrorism laws. 

These new measures will take away basic rights that 
protect us all. They will make no-one safer. The 
‘safeguards’ offered by the Government are totally 
inadequate. 

Police can already detain people under current anti- 
terrorism legislation for 28 days, far longer than in any 
other country with a similar legal system. They have 
never needed longer than 28 days. The Government has 
failed to make the case that a longer limit is required. 
If there is evidence that someone is involved in 
terrorism, they should be promptly charged, put on trial 
and punished if they’re found guilty; if not, they should 
be released. Simple as that. 

If we do not stand up for our rights now, we will be 
sleepwalking into an assault on basic British civil 
liberties. Amnesty members in Harlow are asking people 
to sign a new petition to MPs at 
www.protectthehuman.com/42days, urging them to 
oppose 42 days pre-charge detention when the Commons 
votes this autumn.

KEY political figures in 
Harlow have welcomed the 
move to allow an extra 10m 
passengers a year pass 
through Stansted, claiming 
it will bring prosperity to 
the town. 

Airport operator BAA has 
been given the green light by the 
Government to increase the num- 
ber of passengers using the air- 
port from 25m to 35m a year and 
flights leaving the airport from 
241,000 to 264,000. 

New Transport Secretary Geoff 
Hoon made the announcement in a 
written statement to Parliament on 
Thursday, ending a year’s wait for 
the operator and the protesters who 
fought the application at last year’s 
public inquiry. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew 
Johnson predicted the move will 
bring real economic benefits for the 


town. 

“Increasing the number of flights 
and passengers using the existing 
facilities at the airport is likely 
to mean plenty of new job opportu- 
nities for local people,” he said. 

He also claimed more businesses 
may also look to invest in Harlow 
because of the increased amount of 
flights coming to and from the air- 


port. 

His sentiment was echoed by 
Liberal Democrat group leader 
Chris Millington, who said the deci- 
sion was “a positive development 
for Harlow”, and by Labour group 
leader Mark Wilkinson. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell sup- 
ported the announcement but 
stressed he is still opposed to plans

OAP Is jailed for 
child sex abuse 


A PERVERTED pensioner who 
repeatedly molested a young girl in 
Harlow over a seven year period 
has been jailed four years. 
Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
Michael O’Carroll (67) first abused the 
girl 20 years ago when she was just seven 


and continued until she was 14. 

O’Carroll, who now lives in Westcliffe but 
who had lived in Harlow for 45 years prior to 
the offences coming to light, had pleaded 
guilty to five specimen counts of indecent 
assault on the girl. 

Jailing him on Thursday in front of his tear- 
ful victim, Judge Anthony Goldsaub QC said:

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with children and children must be protected 
from themselves — if she encouraged you it 
was because you had corrupted her.” 

He said the victim suffered psychological 
damage and added: “What you did to her was 
appalling.” 

In addition to jailing O’Carroll, the judge 
also placed him on the Sex Offenders Register 
indefinitely and banned him for life from 
working with children. 

The court was told that in addition to the 
five specimen counts, which dated back to 
1989, a further six had been left on file. 

Prosecuting, David Pickersgill told the 
court the offences occurred “on so many 
occasions they all seemed to blur into each 
other.” 

He said the victim had realised it was 
wrong when, at the age of 12, she told a 
school friend. The molestation continued, but 
less frequently, and the girl then saw a pro- 
gramme about sexual abuse and realised it 
had been happening to her. 

Sasha Bailey, mitigating for O’Carroll, told 
the court he was extremely ill, suffered from 
spinal problems and walked permanently with 
a stick. 

She said he had lived in the Harlow area for 
45 years but had to leave and now had no life 
in the Southend area. All he did was watch TV 
and go shopping, she added.

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Scheme to cut 
some fuel bills

A CREDIT crunch-busting 
scheme is set to help hundreds 
of hard-up Harlow residents 
come in from the cold by 
offering cut-price insulation for 
their homes. 


Harlow Council’s new 
Energycare programme is 
currently being trialled in the 
Netteswell area of the town, 
where homeowners and private 
tenants are benefiting from 
reduced rates for the installation 
of cavity wall and loft insulation.

‘Council lost our 
ensitive data’

HARLOW Council was under fire 
this week over claims it lost sensi- 
tive documents containing a cou- 
ple’s benefit details, Post Office 
account information and birth 
certificates. 

Angela Dalgleish (30) has com- 
plained to the Ombudsman about the 
apparent gaffe, which came about when 
she submitted a housing application for 
herself and partner Stephen Brereton 
(37). 

She insists she personally delivered an 
envelope containing the information, which 
also included mobile phone numbers and 
details of Mr Brereton’s medication for 
Parkinson's disease, to the Civic Centre. 

But after receiving no response, she chased 
the council up to find out if their application 
had been successful only to be called by the 
housing department a few days later to be 
told the information could not be found. 

“All of our personal details have been lost,” 
she said. “I don't know whether to laugh or 
cry. I don’t know what to think, I’m disgust- 


ed with the whole thing.” 

Miss Dalgleish was applying to live with 
Mr Brereton after he was served an eviction 
notice from his council house in Moorfield 
following a court hearing. 

She said she wants to live with him as his 
full-time carer because Parkinson’s has left 
him unable to look after himself.

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Rat poison is 
Spread around 
Harlow fields 


ANIMAL welfare chiefs fear a 
spate of poisonings after rat 
pellets were scattered in fields 
around Harlow. 


Two dogs, a fox and its cubs are 
said to have already died after 
apparently eating the lethal 
poison and pet owners are now 
being warned not to let their 
animals wander off the lead in 
the affected areas. 


Trisha Hume, from the RSPCA 
clinic in The Stow, believes as 
many as three fields in the town 
have been targeted in what she 
thinks is a malicious campaign 
to harm animals. 


“Who would go and put rat 
poison down willy-nilly?” she 
asked. “We don’t usually get 
infestations of rats in fields so I 
think it’s malicious but I can’t 
prove it until we see them but we 
don’t want this to happen to any 
other animals. 

“Tt is important for the people 
that let their dogs off leads to be 
aware of what is going on 
because we don’t want this to 
happen again.” 

The fields said to be affected are 
at the rear of St Mary at Latton 
Church, near First Avenue, near 
Bush Fair bowls club and near 
Tesco, in Church Langley. 

Mrs Hume said: “If anybody 
thinks their animal has eaten 
poison they should take it 
straight to the vet.”

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County accused 
of apathy over 
illegal travellers 


HIGHWAYS chiefs have been blasted for 
not doing enough to move travellers from 
land in Harlow — almost a year after they 
faced the same complaints. 

Residents near London Road complain 
their peace has been compromised since a 
group set up camp there last week. 

They called Essex County Council to 
move the party on but claim the authority’s 
response has been apathetic. 

The accusations come just 11 months 
after Essex and Harlow councils were 
accused of dragging their heels about evict- 
ing travellers from the same area after a mix 
up regarding ownership of the land. 

One homeowner, who did not want to be 
identified for fear of reprisal, said: “The 
council doesn’t give a stuff about what is 
going on down there. 

“Harlow Council said it’s not their prob- 
lem, it’s Essex County Council’s because 
they are on the highway.” 

Another resident, who also wished to 
remain anonymous, said: “The council 
doesn’t seem to take this seriously. I bet it 
would be a different story if they were 
camped in their street.” 

Last year it took the council several 
weeks to move on travellers camped in the 
same spot, despite allegations they were 
using an underpass as a toilet, lighting bon- 
fires and having parties until the early 
hours. 

A county council spokesman said an 
enforcement officer had visited the trav- 
ellers and they were given 48 hours to move 
from the site otherwise legal action will be 
taken.

A JOINT police and fire 
investigation is under way 
following a suspected arson 
attack at a firm in Pinnacles 
industrial estate. 

Seven fire crews from Harlow 
and the surrounding area were 
called to the unnamed bedding 
manufacturer, in Harlow Busin- 
ess Centre, Lovet Road, at about 
lam on Thursday. 

They arrived to find the unit 
engulfed in flames and had to act 
quickly to stop it spreading to 
adjoining premises, which were 
understood to contain inflammable 
materials including paint and thin- 
ners. 

Firefighters broke down the facto- 
ry’s door using a heavy-duty indus- 
trial saw to locate the source of the 
fire. They also used an aerial ladder 
platform to tackle the blaze from 
above but back-up was summoned 
after they failed to suppress it. 

The fire was finally brought under 
control after two-and-a-half hours. 

Divisional officer Mark Samuels 
praised his colleagues and said: “The 
initial action of crews on the scene, 
who located the fire quickly and 
gained access to the premises by

using a DeWalt saw on a heavy roller 
door, gave us tremendous advantage. 
“The bedding manufacturer where 
the fire was centered was joined on 
both sides by units containing deco- 
rating materials such as paint and 
thinners, stacked floor-to-ceiling. 
“This cocktail of inflammables 
had the potential to cause rapid 
spread but firefighters worked

quickly to contain the blaze. 
Although units on either side were 
affected by smoke, crews prevented 
major fire spread.” 

He added: “The two aerial ladder 
platforms played an invaluable part 
in firefighting operations, again pri- 
marily to contain the fire to the unit 
where it began and to prevent further 
spread to adjoining risk.”

A DESPERATE mum has 
been forced to wash her six- 
month-old baby in the sink 
for the past three months 
because Harlow Council has 
failed to replace a faulty 
bath in her home. 

Gemma Wright (26), of 
Brockles Mead, moved into the 
one-bedroom flat with son Jamie 
and partner Adam Holtby (22) in 
July after being promised a 
replacement bathroom suite by a 
housing officer. 

The previous tenants had caused 
considerable damage in the flat 
before being evicted, pouring chemi- 
cals into the bath which stripped off 
the enamel coating and left it unsafe 
to use. 

But despite repeated pleas for the 
council to fix the problem, Miss 
Wright is still waiting for a new bath, 
meaning the entire family is forced 
to wash in the sink or impose on 
friends and neighbours. 

“T’m at my absolute wit’s end with 
the council over this,” a tearful Miss 
Wright told the Star. “Who would 
have thought it would be this diffi- 
cult just to get a bath replaced? 

“Even though my housing officer

promised me it would be replaced as 
soon as possible, we’ve been waiting 
for nearly three months — I can’t tell 
you how upset it’s made me. 

“We can only wash in the sink, or 
we have to go round my parents’ or 
friends’ houses to have a bath, which 
is absolutely ridiculous, especially 
when you're trying to raise a six- 
month-old baby.” 


But following the Star’s interven- 
tion, the authority apologised to Miss 
Wright and her family on behalf of 
maintenance contractor Kier Harlow 
and pencilled in a date for the instal- 
lation of her new bath. 

A council spokesman said: “Kier 
Harlow apologise to the tenant as 
there have been delays in replacing 
the bath in the property.”

EVERY memorable villain needs a pitiful, 
snivelling minion to torture and berate when 
his diabolical schemes fall apart. 


While mad scientists labour in the laboratory 
to unleash monsters and mayhem, someone 
needs to be on standby to throw the 
switches and launch the kites into an 
electrical storm. 

“All Igors are forced to serve evil scientists. 
Our life is a permanent graveyard shift,” 
explains the hunchbacked protagonist of 
Tony Leondis’s disappointing animated 
eature. 

The much-abused sidekick enjoys a 
rare moment in the spotlight here, 
realising he doesn’t have to behave 
ike a monster just because other 
people see him that way. 
Regrettably, when the mad scientist 
behind /gor — screenwriter Chris 
McKenna — was brainstorming 
ideas for his creation, he forgot to 
add personality, a funny bone, a 
heart or a soul. 
Igor (voiced by John Cusack) 
resides in the land of Malaria, 
where he must do the biddin, 
evil scientist Dr Glickenstein a 
Cleese).

THE INCREDIBLE HULK 
(Universal Pictures, 12, retail & rental) 


After Ang Lee’s well-intentioned but failed attempt to 
make an arthouse superhero film with 2003’s Hulk, 
this drastic reboot dropped such pretensions and 
wisely set out to please fanboys first and foremost. 
Ed Norton replaces Eric Bana to star as troubled 
scientist Bruce Banner and even had a hand in 
reshaping Zak Penn’s script, resulting in one of the 
most satisfying comic book adaptations to date (and 
that’s saying something in a year which also included 
Iron Man, The Dark Knight and Hellboy 2: The 
Golden Army). 
The Incredible Hulk opens with a breathless credits 
recap of events to date before finding Banner hiding 
out in Brazil from General ‘Thunderbolt’ Ross 
(William Hurt) and his agents, living under the radar 
and seeking a cure for his violent alter ego. 
An early attempt to capture the Hulk for its military 
potential showcases just how sure a grip director 
Louis Leterrier has on this material — he shoots the 
scene like a horror film, with the fearsome behemoth 
looming from the shadows to snatch away panicked, 
screaming soldiers. 
British soldier Emil Blonski (Tim Roth) leads that 
operation but stays on Banner’s trail back to the USA 
and the latter’s love interest, Betty Ross (Liv Tyler). 
And as the renegade scientist’s role in a secret 
military Super Soldier experiment emerges, Blonski 
seeks out a genetic upgrade of his own and is 
transformed into The Abomination just in time for a 
block-rocking, Hellacious smack down in the last reel. 
Almost every aspect of this sequel/fresh start is an 
improvement, from the green skin tone and overall 
CG quality to the bruising thump packed by the 
action sequences, the quality of performances and 
fan-pleasing references to other inhabitants of the 
Marvel Universe (including Captain America, Nick 
Fury and, best of all, a fleeting but tantalising cameo 
from Robert Downey Jr as Tony ‘ron Man’ Stark). 
All that, plus TV Hulk Lou Ferrigno shows up in a 
cameo as a security guard while also voicing this not- 
so-jolly green giant’s immortal “Hulk smash!” line.

OTTONING on to 
the fact that a host 
of families want 
neither a big, bulky 
4x4 nor a style vacuum 
that most MPV people 
movers represent, Nissan 
has brought us the seven- 
seat Qashqai+2. 
A true ‘crossover’ vehicle with 
elements of a number of genres, 
the company hopes it'll catch on. 
Don’t bet against it. 
Nissan has some form when it 
comes to bucking convention. 
When the Almera was pensioned 
off, it wasn’t replaced by 
anything directly comparable. 
The same went for the Primera, 
evidence that Nissan was tearing 
up the rule book and abandoning 
this middle market. Instead, it 
concentrated on producing more 
‘lifestyle’ choices among its 
portfolio, with cars like the 
Micra C+C, the 350Z, the 
Pathfinder and the Navara all 
doing very good business. 
The Qashqai has also been a big 
hit, offering an alternative to the 
conventional family hatch 
without looking like a big, 
profligate urban 4x4. Now it’s 
bigger but still looks anything 
but a Chelsea tractor. 
The Qashqai+2 taps intoa 
market that needs a sizeable 
family car that will see 
occasional seven-seat usage but 
which still looks socially 
acceptable and has a modicum of 
style. Think how many other 
cars can fulfil that brief and 
you’ll understand why Nissan is 
so bullish about this model. 
There’s one of the widest choices 
of engines in the sector, with two 
diesels and two petrol 
powerplants. The range kicks off 
with a 1.6-litre 115bhp petrol unit 
and moves up through 106bhp 
1.5dCi diesel and 140bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol units before topping out 
with the 150bhp 2.0-litre dCi 
diesel. Nissan hasn’t skimped 
when it comes to transmission 
options either, the Qashqai+2 
being supplied with five- and six- 
speed manual boxes, a six-speed 
auto option and even an 
advanced Constantly Variable 
Transmission (CVT). 
The ALL-MODE 4x4 system is 
available on the 2.0-litre vehicles. 
This is an electronic system 
which automatically engages 
four-wheel drive the moment a 
loss of traction is detected. It 
offers more safety and security 
in extreme weather on-road. 
Nissan makes no bones of the 
fact that the Qashqai+2 is 
anything but an off-roader, citing 
its lack of ground clearance. 
What precludes it from tackling 
rutted tracks makes it a better 
car on the blacktop, the 
hunkered down centre of gravity 
giving the Nissan the driving 
dynamics of a typical family 
hatch.

retuned to take account of this. 
Everything from the windscreen 
pillars forward is standard 
Qashqai. Everything behind this 
point has been modified in the 
Qashqai+2. The wheelbase has 
been extended by 135mm and the 
overall length has grown by 
211mm to 4,526mm. To make sure 
that rear-seat occupants don’t 
feel too hemmed in, the roof line 
has been reprofiled, adding 
38mm to the car’s height. The 
doors have been redesigned and 
the side windows are bigger, as 
is the rear tailgate window, 
making the back feel anything 
but claustrophobic. The middle 
row of seats splits 40/40/40 and 
the backrest reclines to no fewer 
than nine adjustment positions. 
The back row of seats is 
designed for kids or adults up to 
1.6m (5ft 3in), the seats fold 50/50 
and can be folded away simply 
by pulling a strap. There’s no 
need to go through the hassle of 
removing head rests first.

The Qashqai seems to have 
struck a chord with British 
customers looking for a socially 
responsible alternative to the 
usual ‘Chelsea tractor’.

There aren’t too many cars that 
aim to exploit an as-yet untapped 
niche which seem as guaranteed 
of success as the Nissan 
Qashqai+2. Like all the best 
ideas, it’s dumbfounding that 
nobody thought of it before.

Research 
has shown that we demand more 
of our cars in terms of space 
and versatility, but this is 
balanced against an increasing 
environmental concern that 
makes big, profligate vehicles 
appear rather gauche.
